CHINESE ARRANGED 

Large Class Under CaisaiDll 
Teacher to Be Inaugur- ^ 
ated in CH'inatown 



Tile difficulty which has been ex- 
perienced with respect to the educa- 
tion of the Chinese children in Vic- 
toria is settled. This is the opinion 
of 13. , B. Paul, superintendent oi: 
schools.'- He say.s that in tlie course 
Of a few weeks at the outside the lit- 
tle Celestials, native born and other- 
wise, whose parents desire that thev 
should bo taught English will be iii 
possession of the Methodist mission. 
Chinatown, and in the hands of a cap- 
able teacher, Mrs. A. AS'hceler, for- 
merly principal of the Bock B.iv 
school. Superintendent' Paul is of tho 
opinion that such-^'an arrangement is 
eminently sfltlsfactory to all parties 
as It will permit the almond eyed 
boys and girls who have been attendins 
different schools to associate with 
their o\vn kind and still obtain tho 
advantages which their folks seek for 
them. Moreover ho points out that it 
will give more of , them than hlfhorto 
liave been permitted 'ttoVtako up tho 
low school coui-so "a' chance- of taking 
up tlie training. 

Just how many will gather together 
when the class is Inaugurated tho 
superintendent does riot know but ho 
is of the opinion tliat there will be at 
least forty. Already, ho states, there 
have boon u. number of applications 
for permits. He assorts that, as it 13 
not required that any over sixteen 
years of age shall- bo admitted, If lliere 
are as many as expected under that 
limit the older ones will not bo al- 
lowed to enter the class. Ho think.s 
that the solution of the difficulty was 
tho best possible under tho circum- 
stances and Is confident that It will 
be found to . operate without li-oublc 
and to advantage ,to. those most dl-- 
rectly concerned.

;.title8 of graduation, could not^ judge 
;>vlth reference to any particular cut- 
ting, although percentages for entire 
distance, seemed ; excessively heavy in 
both loose and solid rock. 

With the latter- portion wo had de- 
tailed percentage for each cut, and 
were greatly' surprised at the allow- 
ances made .for. soUd' roclc.vafad. 'loose 
rock. In .nearly 'every fdts&vSvhdref the 
cuttings were. ; not .entirely; . ail -ledge 
the estimate grtvoh'' fo'r''s"blid 'rock is 
double, or more than double what it 
should be. In fact, tho specifications 
had been entirely ignored and an cxr 
ceasive allowance made, not liy reason 
of an error in judgment, l,>ut, as I un- 
derstand, by .special Instruetioiis from 
the assistant district engineer.

often as the a.-^sistuiit district engineer. 
His estimate and my own are not very 
different ;is to the amount of classi- 
fied material, and until ho received 
detailed tiuantities lie had no intima- 
tion tliat such heavy classification had 
been given. In many cases, iiiirlicu- 
lariy in sand and gravel cuts, he had 
supposed that no classification would 
be given except perhaps for a few 
boulders as loo.so rock. 

I am informed ajso that on tho work 
east ot the St. li;iwr<.iice river heavy 
classitlcatlou is being made in bor- 
rowed material where plowing Is done 
with one team andjjmtiterlal moved In 
slip scrapejrs. ' - ' ' . . 

As before ■stated,'?the8o overclasslfi- 
cations: are not tnaad'throiiglu eiTOii' in 
Judgment, nor upon the decision "of 
tiio resident or division engineers, who 
are fully acquainted w'lth the charac- 
ter of the work, but by arbitrary or- 
ders from thi.-lr supiTior. To such 
classification as mentioned aliovi', in- 
creasing tlie cd.st of tlu! worlc to such 
an alarming extent w<' most seriously 
prote'st, and reMiM-ctfiilly recjuost tliat 
i-ither yourself or ;issista.nt chief en- 
gineer visit tlic! work and jjass judg- 
ment upon the classification as made. 
Pleasi! note thai tlie percentages give

J. J. Ivelso has become famous 
throughout Canada for his work 
uuiong poor and neglected children. In 
piu-cuance of his self-clioscn task ho 
has become intlniiiloly. acdualutcd with 
tlie stale of society- :in'jrordnto. No 
line will suspect Mr, 'Kclsb Of hard- 
ness of heart or want of symiialhy 
and consideration. When, then, lie 
speaks of the evils of iiidl.scriniinale 
cliaritv, nut only hi.s ftdlow citizens 
l)ut people cverywlieri; would do well 
to listen to wliat Ik; .says, In a sliecch 
which he made recently, ilr. Kchso 
warns people that "the microbe ol 
eharitv is one that grows witli feed- 
ing and that if the poor are led to 
e.\|iect charity every winter the spirit 
of thrift and self-preservation will 
inevilablv die out. Children, too. will 
duielily iearn that it is easier to beg 
than to worki aa*d' 'BO .thei ;pauperizlng 
ti ndency IsV hatidc'd down to succeed- 
ing generations." 

Much that Mr. Kelso say.s is not ap- 
jilicable to a community like our own 
where there is comiiaralively little 
iHi\-ert\' and where il may alino-it lie 
saiil tliut tliere are no poor districts 
but tile following siuiteijcis iil)|>l.\' to 
every place where ailsfortuao exists: 

"I'iftvri families in ilistrc.-^H need 
friendly advU'e mere than anything 
el.;e. Trained \-olunteer visitors going 
into tlie homes of the poor, without 
any direct giving of cliurity, could in- 
spire fre^U , hope and courage and 
TOuko suggestions that would lead to 
a solution of tlie difficulty. This Is 
true charity and carries with it no 
taint of iiauperlsm." If this sugges- 
tion were carried out hero there 
would be less need than then; oftoii 
Is fi'.- linancial aid. \VelI- to-do people 
too often grow very seliiidi. They 
ha\-e their eirclo of friends usually in 
similar eircuinsta iices to themselves 
and they seldom think of tin; stranger 
who settles in their nelgliljcirhood. Too 
often we women allow our neighbors 
who need nothing friun us b-ut l;lnd- 
ness and sympathy to suiter from 
loneliness. The wumuu. who, goes out 
of her way. to -a(ttt'cb .and help an- 
other who Is shabbily otad or lives In 
a poor house is the exception. It is 
not that we are niean or arc wanting 
in generosity. But we are very 
thoughtless. If eiir poor neighbor is 
comiieiled to ajjpl.v to anj' of the liene- 
volcnt 'iocielles we are ready enough 
at their solicitation to give help. J3ut 
how much more vahialih; would have 
been the assistance that woulil have 
prevented the need of a.sking for 
charity. It is this kind of aiii that 
the poor give one another and it is 
this which clcvalea instead cif de- 
grading. 

In one of the iirettiest .streets in the 
city where all the rcsldenls are well 
to do, a house has been left vacant for 
a few days. It Is a very pretty house, 
in excellent repair, or at least it was, 
when the last tenants left it. Xow 
the windows are broken and already 
any one looking for a house would 
pass It, If she believed there .W&s/itn- 
other one Within ' inany blocks ;'to ' be 
found. 

JHow is It that in a respectable 
neighborhood iioys are allowed to de- 
stroy property in tbis wa,\''.' There 
ouglit to be " .'iullicii;iu ]iul)lic' spirit 
to jire'venl such conduct. l~ew bo\s 
would throv.- stoins If they knew that 
li>' doing -'o they wnuld (llsp|e;!.- e e\-i;ry 
one in the neigliborli ood. Tin- lad who 
Is reckless enough to liisreRard iiublic 
oijinion could Ik; easily found out and 
maile to pay for the Injury ilom..- to 
liroiicrty. 'i'here Is a hick of tlie . true 
sjilrit of citizenship' among tho chil- 
dren, and It Is' to- bo feared, among 
their elders as. w,ell "wiren sucU wan- 
ion destruction is tolerated.

A generation has scarcely passed j 
away since the movement for the j 
higher education of woioen began. lie- i 
fore that time- tlie iiei-lod of girlhood 
was spent in acquiring liouschold arts 
and no .voung \voiiian was considered 
(It to manage a lioiiie of lier own wiio 
did not tuiderstami i.'\'ery di'iiartmeut 
of linu.'i'-liold work. .\'o' luatt'T how 
many ser\ants she niiglit have, it v.as 
considered lliat the uiistn-ss should 
have the knoulcdge nece.ssar;,- to dl- 
riH't them. When tin- dooi's of the 
eo!^■gl■^^ were thrown open to women 
liiis state of affairs was to a great 
• xteiii changed. Tho daughters of 
!)• opie in comfortable circumstances 
went from the preparatory school to 
the high 'jchool and then passed on 
to a distant college where away from 
home lier education was completed. 
I'roin lier eliildliood, little or no time 
had been foiinil to devote to liouaohold 
puisnits. l';ven as a little Rirl, there 
v.-erc le.s.sDiis to 1m' leacni'il for school 
iC'Xt ii,-i>-, .\h the jiiir.i passed on, 
niusie and pi'iiia|is drawing, were add- 
ed to the li'sson.s tlial must lie pre- 
pared in the bonr.s after school and 
tho growing girl had little time and 
less Inclination to eng.ige In lions, •- 
hold duties. TlH' natui-.il eon.-eiiuenee 
followed, the "swiot girl graduatf" 
returned from college with almost 
every acconipllshment except the 
ability to cook a dinner or kei.p a 
house In order. 

If she remained at home and bad 
the Biivlng gift of common sense slie 
speedily set to work to remcdv- the 
defect and her trained mind enaided 
her to acquire in a comparatively 
short, time what It had taken her 
mother years to acfuiire. Kven then 
Ihere were many details which she 
niissi;d and tlie deftness that comes of 
long prai-tici' \vas selilom liers. But 
It ver.v often liappened that the yoting 
lad.v. unwilling to be what she (.-on- 
sidercil idle er ri'iiialn a burden on 
her jiarents, became a teaciiei- or en- 
gaged in otlor oul^dde work till the 
day came when love (dniined her and 
she went to ii lionie of liei- own. Th-'ii 
Indeed, she folt thi; lacli of that 
knowledge for which mother could 
compensate. 

It was not much bettor with her 
•ulsters who; did . not. go . btjyond the 
h igh school, ', ylje^ ,, niariy ii.njccharilcal 
inventions which have 'lightened' tho 
labor of tho housoliold have also made 
It neeessar.v' for young women to go 
out into tbe world to earn their own 
living. l^vcry sti-eet ear that comes 
Into the cil.v In the morning bears 
seoi'es of yhl,-; lo the v.arloii.s liuiua- 
Irlal esbiblivlinient.s, They, no, more 
tlian their ht'ttcr educated sisters, 
have any op|ioi l a ii il y of learning to 
cook and to .sew, to sweeji and lo 
clean or do any of the inmclred things 
that constitute the housekeeper's art. 
Wcury wl'th their day's work, the ma- 
jority, of ,thO»u, are glad to .spend the 
evonlnafs'4'h Jth6,, open air in summei', 
Iri winter ■ take part In social 
amusements,'

the common scliuola domestic scimce 
is taught in most of the cities of civil- 
ized countries, in Canada, at Toronto, 
and Montreal, young ladies have an 
oiipurtunlty of <.-urrying on this educa- 
tion in mstltutions where every fa- 
cility Is given for practical work and 
where learned professors gh'e instruc- 
tion in tile sciences upon which tni.s 
work is bused. The United States, 
uuiidt to adopt any Iniprovemont, in 
education, wero among the tlriSt- to;ei3- 
tublish traliUng schools lor teiHihers.of 
domestic science.' In England, too, the 
children 'arc beliig' 'instructed In the 
home arts. But it- is felt that there 
is a need of spreaalng this knowledge 
among the cultured Classes. A wom- 
an's (ieiiartnii;nt has' been Inaugiirated 
at JCing's college, where work is com- 
menced in home science and house- 
hold I'cononiics. 1'lie course, whose 
establlsliment is due to I.,ady Iliicker 
and a committee of distlngulslied edu- 
cational authorities, is very poiiular, 
and the classes will be full from llie 
first. Tlu- course is outlined in the 
Ijloston 'Pran.script as follows; 

The iialli of the universlt>- iioiisewlfe 
Is not an eas\- one. The firsL-ii-'ar 
student will lie reciulrcd lo know all 
about food values, adulteration, and 
the fitness of water for drinking, cook- 
ing and laundry purposes. Sno will 
have to become an expert laundress, 
skilled In clear-starching and ironing.

Hall Caino's Intcrvicv/. 
Hall Caine tells the following story 
of his adventures with tho American 
reporter:

The Weir line is 
seeking to cut Into the trade; and the 
steamer Kiiiueric was sent to N'letoria 
yestcrilay morning for Chinese. An 
arrangenieiit bas bet-n made with the 
Ureer, Courtney and Skene i;oni)pany lo 
canv;ts for iiasscngers in ailditiioi to 
tbe local agents, l.;odwell and Co., and 
It was expected thiit a large number 
would be secured, but tbe Chinese are 
walling fiu' the salliri.g of tlie steamer 
Xingcbow, the Hlue b'unnel liner be- 
ing pujiular with them. 

.-^ince tlie IJlue l'"iinnel liners cut into 
the Criental :!leerage business, with 
the iow rale (jf .S U.idi to I longlKuig", ;i. 
ri'd'.ictlon on all lines has been ex- 
peeti.-d. .Vow that tbe (.'.i'.lt. lias met 
that rate, there are vessels enough lor 
tbe (.'liiiiese to choose fr(jm ;ind It may 
be taken for granted liiat he will go 
b\- the sieaiiisiiips giving- him the most 
room and the best food. 

Ut the Holt liners. Weir liners .-md 
Xlppon Yusen Ivjiisha, the llrst named 
has undoubtedly gained thi' favor of 
tiie Chinese, Tliey are allowed more 
space and greater freedom on the Hhic 
Kunnel boats, being given practically 
the run of the ship, while by tho other 
steamships, they are usually restricted 
to tile least desirable part of tho vessel. 

The -Munleaglo noAV on her way to 
this port will make a call at 'Victoria, 
oil the next outward voyage, to secure 
as much as possible of the big travel 
of the Chinese, now preparing to go 
home for the New Year celebrations. 
The rate on the Montcaglc has been 
t51, the same rate cltarged on the Em- 
press steamers, but tho reduction to 
$■13.50 was necessary if tho Chinese 
business Is to be retained. 

The Ningchow. of the Blue Funnel 
line, now at Tacoma, will carry as 
many as she can comfortably acc(?in- 
modatc 'tween decks, when sho leaves 
on November 1. Tho Antlloclius, the 
next Holt liner to arrive, will also sail 
In time to land another batch for the 
celebrations. 

In addition the Weir bouts and Ja- 
panese steamships, the latter recently 
restored to favm- through tho lifting of 
the boycott, will I'oine In for a goodly 
shiire. 

It Is not fully retilized what an enor- 
mous bu.siiiess in cair,\lug steerage 
passengers, tho liluc l^'unnel liners are 
doing. They almost inonopollze the 
trade, ,so far as the iMohammedan 
pilgrims traveling between tin; (.Irlent 
and the Itod Sea is cimcerned, on tho 
way to and from Mecca. The reveinio 
frinn that source is a big sum in the 
year's earnings.

British Shipping Company Will Oper- 
ate Steamers ' In 'B,rltlsh Colum- 
bia Grounds 



That by next' Mii.rch a fleet of trawl- 
ing steamers will bo operiited on the U. 
c fishing grounds Is the statement of 
Caiilaiii L,ouls .P. ■Bowli;r, who Is or- 
ganizing a great I'lsnlng comiKiiiy 
with liuadquarters at J.ondon, Jing- 
land, to thoroughly trawl tho waters 
of British Columbia. North Sea fish- 
iug sl'eamors will be brought to the 
coast, and the indiisln' "'i" k'^''' 
plo.vment to hundreds. 

A cold storage jdant will be erected 
at \'aiic(aiver and iinothei' at I'rlnce 
Rupert. Arrangeinenrs iirc coinpli'te 
for shipping tile catch not' only to 
United States and Canadian polnt.s. 
but even to the Old Country, and to 
I'aris. The company intends to look 
after Us employees, and Is making ar- 
rangements for ii big seelliin of land 
up north, where homes wdll be built 
fm' the fishermen ;uid otheT employes, 
and iifter it certain period of service 
tlu; men will be entitled to ii lot uml 
a cottage. 

The comptinv Is to be knoNvn jih the, 
British Columbia r^'Isherles, Cold Stor- 
age & Kcrlili;;cr Conip;iny Ltd., with a 
capital of $'Ji;S,00(l and everything Is 
now practicidly coiniili'ted.

dei-n twenty years ,ago wi;re against 
the- Introduction of tlu; steam trawling 
net. At that lime tlu're were aboul' 
3riO men emi)loy(;d all told in fishing 
out of Aberdeen. Xow ttiere are more; 
than that nunibel- of sti;aiii ti'awlers, 
and ab(nil twenVy^dve to tb.irty thou- 
sand employes uil-tuld engaged in .the 
fishing- industry o«-tJlnt . port. l''or- 
mei-ly In Aberdei'U there was no coiu- 
petltion, and tin; fishermen was glad 
to take what lie could get. Xo'.v the 
demand In Aberdeen Is enormoiis. the 
price of fish iiicreiisea, and often a 
hundred bidders wib be seen after one 
box of fish. 

The otter trawl is a net about i:;0 
feet wide at the inoutli, ;ind about' 25 
fi'ct long, running to a pidnt like an 
angler's dip net about midway in the 
Interior of the net Is ji net trap, 
tbrongh which vhe fish can enter but 
not return. .\t the t.apcrlng end of 
tlie net is the "cud end." The cod 
end is ^^here it Is tied with a rope 
having two knots. The first Is grcas- 
eil so that when the net with fish Is 
hoisted up on board, the slipping of 
this knot empties the fish on the deck, 

The trawler takes everything that 
conies in her way, Brtd afterwards dls- 
ettrds what Is not wanted. Her heav- 
ing lead gives tho''bottom and its na- 
ture, and in putting the trawl over a 
buiiy is cast over and float'ed, called .i 
•Dan." with a pole and flag on. .and 
at night a lantern.- It gives tho bear- 
ings, and the trawl is dragged louiul 
;iiid round the Dan. 

Tb.^ trawdcrs are manned' by a' fish- 
ing captain, a mate, first and second 
engineers, first and aeoona- flshormen, 
two firemen, a otfalpasser' and about 
ten hands, and when sho I&nda lt takes 
nine more to discharge her.

ilute, or of eaeli of the candliliUos for 
wlioni he liitenda to vote, and .sli.iU 
tlion fold up the hallol paper .so that 
the Initials and stamp on tlie hack of It 
and the ninnhei- on the counterfoil eaa 
Ije seen without opening it. and hand It 
to the d.-paty returning officer, who 
shall, without unfolding it, a.seertaln by 
examining his lidtlals and the stamp 
and tho number on the counterfoil, that 
it Is tho sam<! paper he furnished to tli 
elector, and almll then. In full view of 
all present, ineliidlng the elector, remove 
tlu! counterfoil and destroy it and place 
the ballot paper In the ballot box, which 
bo.\ shall be placed on the table in full 
view of all preHcnt. 

Section 236 — No spirituous or fer 
mentod liquors shall be sold or given 
at any hotel, tavern, shop or other place 
within the limits of any polling division 
during tho whole of tho polling day at 
an election.

The part ot tlie Times report to which 
objection is niad(^ n-ads as follows: 

"Tho principal business was soiiiewhat 
of a political nature and had to do with 
tho resignation of A. Jolinson from tho 
position of assistant Janitor at tho post- 
office, At a previous meotlng a com- 
mittee hud been appointed to InveHt*- 
K'atii the reasons for his rcHlgnatlun, be 
being a member of the Laborer's rroteo- 
tlvo Union. A report wa.s submitted by 
them included In which was a refer- 
ence to the dismissal of Moses Mo- 
Orcgor by tho contractor who in doing 
the work on the postotflco extension. 
The chairman i iiled this jiart out of or- 
der as tin; committee bad not lieen ap- 
pointed to Investlgntc niiytbing but the 
Johnson nffnlr. Objection was taken to 
this ruling by Ropresentatlve Buckle, 
foreman of tho Colonist printing office, 
who appealed to the meeting. 'I'he vote 
i^tood six . to six but there were several 



who did not vote and therefore the 
president deciaroci tho motion carried, 
non voters being always considered as In 
favor." 

Now, sir, it is true that tho chair 
man riilod ' out^th'e objcotionableiolausc 
on a- polnt^ of.tiordor,V- bttt-.ilt?.wa!si';only 
afte.v about, one hour's debate' that ho 
discovered tho point of order, and used 
it to defeat the motion. 

Upon the elinlrinan's malting such un 
arbitrary ruling. I appealed to tho mcot- 
'ng. not as: "Uoprcauiitatlvc Buckle, 
foroniari of tho Colonist printing office," 
as the Times BUggostlvely puts it ,but 
as Delegate Buckle, of the Typographi' 
cal Union. Upon calling for a division 
the votes counted six to sustain the 
chair, and six against. The ciialrman, 
who did not vacate the chair as required 
by parliamentary procedure, frantically 
Jumped to his feet, saying: "Six for. 
and six against, carried." Thereby cast- 
ing tho deciding vote on his own ruling. 
It was not, as the Times report says, 
cai-rlcd liy counting the non-voters in 
the affirmative. 

The letter signed by AV. M'Kay, Pres- 
ident A^lctorla Trailcs and Ijabor Coun- 
cil, 1 would let alone had Mr. M'Kay 
not expressed an opinion, and cast Insin- 
uations uiioii the honesty of tho mem- 
bers comprising the committee appoint- 
ed to Investigate tho cause ot Mr. John- 
son's resignation from the service of the' 
Dominion government. Jlr. Jl'Ka.v says: 

"The committee, however, in spite of 
tho denials of Messrs. Henderson and 
Shakespeare, and. tho.non-obmmlttal re- 
ply of Mr. Johnson, Intimated that they 
believed that there hud been Intimida- 
tion." 

True, tho written report of the eom- 
mltteo did In cold words express as 
Mr. M'Kay states, but,, during the debate 
thero wore stronger . r statements made 
than mere beliefs. In fact, ho emphatic 
were tho statements expressed, that the 
committee was given further time to 
probe the question in order to secure 
evidence which should substantiate or 
refute tho accusations. 

As tho meetings of the Trades and 
Labor Counell are published In the dally 
papers, and thc:re was at least one re- 
porter present who repre'sented the pub 
He pre.ss, 1 do not consliler that I niii 
violating any Union ethics by stating 
that if thero was any politics in the dis- 
cussion, it was Introduced and main- 
la ined by those who consider that the 
interests of their particular political 
party are of more Importaiiei' than the 
defeliee of their fellow mi'ii against the 
powers ot political corruption and in- 
ttnildatlon, to which they must submit 
unless protected by tho strong arm 
of organized labor and a pure public 
opinion. 

.My Justification for writing this let- 
ter is aptly explained In tho closing 
words of Mr. M'Kay: 

"I write this to remove any misap- 
prehension wiiich may have boon caused 
by any one-sided report of tho meetings 
of the Trades and Labor Council, tho 
members of wlilcb are anxious to see 
fair play all round," — oven to A. John- 
son and Moses McGregor.

A MOSLE M AW AKENING 

Recent Events In Turkey Have Pro- 
foundly Moved Moslem World 



Constantinople, Oct. 23. — An article 
written by Professor l'''lschor, ami 
published by the Vienna Neuo Ereie' 
Presse, which suggests that recent 
events in Turkey have profoundly 
moved the Moslem Avorld from Mor- 
occo to Delhi, and^must- give cause fur 
grave anxiety •tO'',allv— non-iMoslein 
Powers AVhlch rule over. Moslem coni- 
munltloB, Is critlzed in a leading 
article published In the Tanin. The 
Tanln remarks that Professor Fisch- 
er's Ideas bear too close a rescinlj- 
lance to those expressed by certain 
European publicists as to the "yellow 
peril" to bo taken very seriously. It 
is true that, as Kliallf, the ruler of the 
er's Ideas bear too close a resem- 
conslderablo prestige and Inlluer.ce 
among .Aloslem peoples, Irjt to see in 
tills prestige and Inlluence a source of 
Imminent danger to Europe sliows 
greater powers of imagination than of 
appreciating hard iiolltlcal facts. 
Lllierty and justice will, without doubt, 
enable the Ottoman lOmpIro to re- 
cover the strength which it has lost 
during the last century, to belie tlie 
title of the "sick man of 7':]urope." ami 
to give an example of progress and 
reform to other Islamic peoples, but 
the new Turkey will do Its utmost to 
maintain Internal and external peace, 
and may bo relied upon to respect the 
rights of other nations. 

"We Osmanlls," tho article ci n- 
cludes, "arc sufflclcntb' Intelligent and 
practical race to understand that the 
pursuit of visionary Pan-Islamic 
scliemes would bo opposed to our best 
interests. A\'e shall bo perfectly s.itis- 
lled if l■^lrope allows Wo 10 work in 
jieaee for the reform of our own atl- 
mmistratioiis and Inatltutlons."

Under arllclc 9 of the Terms of 
Union, Premier ^IcUrlde atllrmed tiie 
Canadian Government bound It- 
self to keep the navy on the west 
coast of tho Dominion. When two men 
oxcluuiged confidences or gave their 
word as to anything If thoy d>d not 
keep faltli, even though , It., plight be 
forgetfulneas or carelessnoss.'^lt wit's 
.as bad as It tliey had .been deliberately 
•negrllgent. That was tho felitlon of 
the Ffederal authorities to Article 9 of 
the Terms of Union. There was the 
promise oC U\v Dominion In l)laek and 
white and against It was the evidence 
of Sir Wilfrid Laiirlcr doing nothing 
to make good. AVas It not the duty 
of the j)eople of the west, ho asked, to 
show tho Dominion government that 
thev had a mindful eye and a careful 
ear to the interests of British Colum- 
bia'' Imagine, he continued, Ralph 
Smith and General French bringing 
the British navy here and anchoring It 
off the Outer wharf! (Laughter.) 
Surely an Intelligent olectornto was 
not going to be inllueneed by such 
tactics. 

Galoxy of Stars? 
He had been amused to note that 
the Liberals of Victoria In their ex- 
tremity had resorted to the Importa- 
tion of asslstajits fro\n outside. One 
of the first to respond to the cull was 
Dennis Jliuphy. "Denny" had ar- 
rived! Here was the critic of the O))- 
posltlon as well as of the local gov- 
I'rnjnent. Personally he bad not 
tbouglit that the provincial admin- 
istration was on trliil in this camiialgn 
and he felt confident that. It reciulreil. 
It would bo capable of undertaking the 
burden of self defence, (Applause.) 
He took it that the election should be 
run with regard to federal Issues. Mr. 
Murphy might be measured by his re- 
cord. Ho believed that he had had the 
honor of a place In the provincial 
cabinet for a full "forty-eight hours." 
(Laughter.) 

Ross and Goto 
.•\nother assistant was "tho great 
and only" Duncan Ross. When he had 
llrst met thai genlh-men some years 
ago he was In tlie small but thriving 
and buslliuf; town of Armstrong In tho 
Okanagan valle\-. Then Mr. Ross had 
not been concerned wltli Dominion 
politics, but was devoting his time and 
attention to the affairs of tho pro- 
vince. What little prominence he had 
since gained was due to his attack 
on his colleague, Hon. . Mr. Bowser. 
Doubtless Mr. Ross, would come before 
II Victoria audience with his affidavit— 
and here the premier Interjected 
"those Grits, you know, are very fond 
of allidavlts but the only trouble Is 
they win never hold anything, not 
even the truth," — and introduce his 
;iudienc\^ to his Ja[) friend. Mr. Goto. 
(Daughter.) The only thing in this, 
the ijreniler said, was th.at the promin- 
ent legal llrrn of which Mr. iSowscr 
was the head had numbered among 
Its clients on an occasion o^o Mr. 
Goto. There was nothing out of tho 
way In It. Such an establishment did 
business with all kinds of clients — 
Japs, Hindu*3 and the rest. If that 
were a crime there would be few free 
from It. However, Mr. Bowser had 
said that ho was prepared to meet 
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Duncan Ros.s In open dehate In hla 
own eon.'ilituenej'. .\nd the speaker 
was .sure that a.s soon as Ids col- 
league was able to leave a sick bed ho 
would make good and would come out 
an easy victor, (Applause.) 

What had that to do with tho A.slatIo 
problem, A keen and observant olee- 
tornte would never permit . apx . such 
excuse displacing a defense whleh waa 
Inipo-salblc. 

Drury the Wise. 

Next aniouK the Kalaxy of stars who 
would ho found gathered about the L.II5- 
eral candidate was "Mr. Drury tho 
Wise— tho Wise Man from the KaKt." 
(LuuKhtcr). Ho did not think that 
Mr. Drury had been much missed when 
he left Japan or that ho had been much 
ml.s.sed In British Columbia when ho 
had started out of his trip to tho east. 
He did not want to bo ral.sunderstood. 
Mr. Drury waa a friend— though not 
a "political friend." Still he cautioned 
those present not to take the words of 
wisdom which might fall from tho 
Ilpa of tho "wise man from tho oast" 
seriously. 

"On tho Run." 

Another was Frank HIgglns. And 
.so, I'remlcr McBrlde continued, one 
ndght go down tho roll of honor and 
then marshal them together and ho 
didn't think that when given such 
scrutiny Victorians could accept them 
as a critical body by whoso dictation 
they might safely be guided. Tho 
inclination when there was a stam- 
pede, when a number wore "on tho 
run" waa to cluster or to hive. That 
was applicable to the Liberals. They 
were foregathering In VIcto.rIa. Why, 
even Smith Curtis was "somewhere In 
the woods!" (Laughter). 

Appeal to Young Men. 
Premier McBrklc averred that, hnv- 
liiK In mine] that un the result of the 
campalf^n depended l.s.sues pertinent 
to the future of the wc.'jt. he wl.slied 
especially to appeal to independont.s 
and to the youuK men. Nothing had 
been more encouraging to Air. Barnard 
in the i)rogresa of the present politi- 
cal light as the sight of the largo 
number of young men who had throng- 
ed Institute hall at the opening gath- 
ering of the campaign. Fully sixty 
per cent, were of tlmt class. Npne 
looked for favors, none had "an axo 
to grind," — all had their eyes on tho 
future of British Columbi?, with the 
determination that right should pre> 
vail and that Mr. Barnard should at- 
tain thp victory. (Enthusiastic ap- 
plause). It was the strong young man 
who told. It was he who made tho 
nation. And It was the more honor 
to this, the beauty spot of the empire, 
the Queen City of the We.st, that tho 
young men were not afraid to show 
their colors but were ready to stand 
out for the principles at stake. As 
they had obtained light on the ques- 
tion under discussion he was sure that 
they could only decide that there was 
no other course open In the present 
emergency but to support Mr. Bar- 
luird. (Ai)plaU3e). The call was to R. 
L. Borden'.s standard and to the bust- 
lings behind Mr. Barnard, The cause 
was for "equal right to all and special 
favors to none, the development of a 
strong citizenship and lovtwof country 
on which the country must depend," 
(Cheers). 

Startling Disclosures 
There were, two or three questions. 
Premier McBride said, with which ho 
wished to deal. Readers of the press 
must, he said, have followed the dis- 
closures at 'Otta\va with some con- 
sternation; The department of^the In- 
terior, which was on all fours with the 
lands and works department of Brit- 
ish Columbia, had in its bands the 
management of the lands of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. Tt had been 
charged that hundreds of thousands of 
acres of property In these provinces 
had been given to political favorites. 
The government had not met It. It had 
been charged that millions of acres of 
timber had been given away and it 
had not been met. It had been alleged 
that flshery rights had been distributed 
in wanton fashion and tho statement 
had not been disproved. 

It wa.s not necessary, how- 
ever, to go so far to llnd evi- 
dence against the ailministrat- 
tlon of affairs at Ottawa. In 
Oriti.sh Columbia within the 
last se\-enty-t\vo l;oiirs it had 
\ii-i--n discuviTed tliat a section 
of mainland property, with a 
frontage on Kalse creel;, and 
valued at ujnvards of $300, OUO 
had been given to the Roval 
City Planing Mills for $10! 
'I'lu- puuijle UL 'v'aacuLuer were 
up in arm.«. more especially as 
a part of the land disposed of 
fronted on Carroll -street, and 
its possession by a private 
firm would effectually block 
that thoroughfare. He wanted 
to know what the voters meant 
to do about It. Case on case 
might be quoted showing the 
guilty neglect Of the authorlt- 
Its at Ottawa. It was the duty 
of the people to rise In their 
might and displace tho admin- 
istration by returning a man 
of tho calilire of R. L. Bor- 
den. (Applause.) 

Songheos Reserve 

Then, Premier McBrldo said, there 
was the Songhees reserve. He assert- 
ed that If ever a man in Canada was 
given an opportunity to make himself 
politically it w.-ts Hon. Mr. Temple- 
man on tlic l?.-!ue of liie- .Songhci.';; re- 
serve. By ailjustihg the illff(?renceH he 
could have made for hlm.seh' a .strung 
and powerful .place In the affection of 
his ronstitueiits. He had had twelvi; 
years to do something, but nothing 
that meant a substantial move in the 
direction of a settlement had been ac- 
complished. Now he was crying out 
for Marry Helmcken. He would have 
the people believe that because Harry 
wouldn't, he couldn't settle It, He 
said that he' had been In close touch 
with Mr. Helincken, e.\changlng volu- 
minous corrosp'ondenco and had chal- 
lenged him to take Uie platform on tho 
Issue. Premier McBrldo said that It 
w!is a known fact that Mr. Heimcken 
was in Kamloopa on professional busi- 
ness nnd that it was Impossible that 
he should do what was suggested. 

Referring to the Dominion .Marine 
department tho speaker stated that lie 
well remembered the ;lnie when the 
latc'Hon. Mr. Prefontnlne, Mlnl.ster of 
Marine, had visited Victoria and hud 
delivered an address befcn-c the Vic- 
toria Board of Trade. He had ack- 
nowledged that, tho marine sljrnnis 
and general equipment on tho coa-it 
was- a- scandal. "Tho fog horns out 
hero" he had said "do not make imU' 
the noise 'of the cuw bella back in 
Quebec." (Laughter.) Tiion there v.-an 
practically no, protection nt the hands 
of the Dominion Qovernment. Subse- 
quently there, had been a series of 
tragedies and a cry had been riihied 
for aids to navigation. 'What had been 
done"/ There was a life boat .spoken 
of .and. some mention made of a trial 
Bgt.„ l\e/;}nq,intained, the records of 
i'W6l years ftfiled td' disclose an\' th in g 
comnicnsurato with What British Co- 
ll^mbla was Justly entitled to. 



Workmen on Holiday. 

AVhat were tho people going to doV 
Ho thought they were going to deal 
a blow whleh, would place tlic I/lber- 
als In the cold'sliades of opposition. He. 
had been tuld that "owing to stress of 
weather" work on tho West Coast trail 
had been suspended and those engag- 
ed " wero coming to town for a couple 
of days holiday." It waa very oppor- 
tune, wasn't It? (bougliter.) 

Voice: "And they arc getting paid 
for it." 

Premier MoBride, in reply: "Aro 
they? Thoy arc pretty lucky fellow.s," 
(more laughter.) 

Continuing he said that lie was not 
surprised and ho cautioned Ills licarcr.s 
to expect anything from the I^lbcrals 
at tho eleventh hour, in tlioir dosjiorato 
efforts to save thtmselvoB. 

General French, tho speaker wont 
on, was coming west. Ho was going 
to visit Victoria to inspect twelve 
men. (I^augh ter.) He remembers 
when Sir Fredrick Borden, that emi- 
nent soldier and scholar, imd come to 
British Columbia. It was claimed then 
that he had done great things in the 
east and now was coming west on a 
similar mission. When he first land- 
ed tho forts had been a credit, being 
In -first class shape and well manned. 
What was tho condition now? Tliey 
wore poorly manned and had fallen 
Into decay. That was the outcome of 
four or live years of Sir Frederlcl 
Borden. 

How Long? "Till Monday." 
There was not a department of the 
Dominion Gov»;rnment, the speaker at 
firmed, which would not su/.pjy an 
abundance of material, if produced, to 
Justify the ilestructlon of the adminis- 
tration. "How long" ho asV.nd "are you 
goln^ to allow It to coni Inue'.'" 

.\ Voice — Till Monday." (Applau.'je.) 
It was the speaker's dculro to put It 
to his Liberal frionof ns forcibly as 
he could. Ho wanted to know how 
they could consistently support such 
a government. No matter their pos- 
sible hero worahli) of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, no matter their associations, 
no matter the family traditions with 
respect to politics— he could not un- 
derstand how they could honestly go 
to the polls and so register their bal- 
lots. They couldn't do so and support 
good citizenship. Me malnlaliied that 
back and behind tho endeavors of the 
Conservatives was the effort to at- 
tain the proper standard of citizen- 
ship and the right kind of mauliond 
for Canada. (Applause.) 

In 1896 tho Conservatives had for- 
gotten all about the great Bllcnt vote. 
He ventured to say that there wore 
hundreds of the class who decided 
what course they would pursne with- 
out ostentation, without becoming al- 
lied to either parly. As It was those 
men who had wrought the downfall of 
the Conservatives tweh'c years ago 
so it would be them who would de- 
feat Hon. Mr. Temp'enmn on Monday. 

Premier MoBride, continuing, as- 
serted that all the churgca which ho 
had made were founded on fact, that 
It would be unwise for one occupying 
a place In the provincial ministry, to 
make statements which were not in 
line with the truth. He couldn't un- 
derstand, under the circumstances, 
how those exercising the franchise, 
could go to the polls and vote for tho 
Liberal standard bearer. 

On Saturday night the Liberal spell- 
binders (langhter) wovild appear be- 
fore Victorians. .As he had slated. 
Duncan Ross, "tho great and only," 
would be there with "(3oto." (More 
laughter,) They vsNfuld 'have all man- 
ner of excuses. 

Gratuitous Insult 
If ever a constituency had 
been handed a gratuitous In- 
sult It had been administer- 
ed Victoria by Hon. Mr. Tem- 
I)lenian and ills Bupperter.s In 
the pamphlet, the front page 
of which bore the former's 
I)ortralt, which had been put 
in circulation. It purported 
to contain a list of material 
things Hon. Mr. Templeman 
had done for Victoria. In this 
they were making a sordid ap- 
peal behind which lay some- 
thing material. The speaker 
proceeded to enumerate. There 
wore, lie recited, the procur- 
ing of the Salvor, a life boat, 
n trail, vome Inijiroveaieats to 
tlio Custoni's liou.-ie, and "a 
,lapiiiiese hotel." ( Lniighlcr, ) 
"Ladles and gontlomoii," lie 
said, "you were entitled to 
everything but the Jap hotel 
and, undi r Conservative rule, 
you wouldn't have got the lat- 
ter, (Applause.) 
The Iiisuaiiuu of oucli literature was 
the equivalent to the' assumption that 
tho franchise of Victorians eould be 
bought. That was what it amounted 
to. 

Debt of Gratitude 

In conclusion. Premier McBrlde said 
that he owed a debt of gratitude to 
Victorians who had given him such a 
hearty welcome on the occasion of 
his .■ie\"cral appearances before them 
In the course of the present campaign. 
Possibly as a provincial parllamoii- 
larlan it was somewhat of ;i digres- 
sion for him to identlfv- lilnisclf with 
a Dominion election. But he felt that 
he would have been negloe'tfnl of his 
duty had he spared an.\' effort to as- 
sl.-^t gaining violory tor Mr, Bar- 
nard and a win for the Conservative 
party and good gevernmcnt, (En- 
thusiastic aijjil.ause,) 

"God Save tho King," waa render- 
ed In a hearty manner after which 
the meeting dispersed.
